that i> brought here by Mayor C. W. 
Burkart and John M. Lewis, city a t ­ 
torney, who conferred with John W. 
McCardle, a member of the commis­ 
sion, while there were in Indianap­ 
olis yesterday on business pertain­ 
ing to the city. 
Mr. Cardie explain­ 
ed that a large number of petitions 
wore pending before the commission, 
they said, but that he assured them 
that 
early consideration would be 
given to the local case. 
The city officials inquired about 
the probably date of the hearing >o 
that they could arrange for tile em­ 
ployment of an expert engineer and 
accountant to assist local talent in 
preparing the city’s defense. 
The 
cits- will contend that the telephone 
company was not authorized by the 
federal wire administration to insti­ 
tute the new rates which went into 
effect July I and will ask th e 'com­ 
mission to make the present sched­ 
ule ineffective and order the com­ 
pany to refund the difference be­ 
tween the old rates and the new rates 
to the patrons. 
The company has 
given 
assurance that if the 
rates 
which are permanently fixed by the 
-commission are lower than the pres­ 
ent schedule the difference will he re­ 
funded to the subscribers. 
Mayor Burkart stated that inas­ 
much as the commission has indi­ 
cated 
that the local case will 
be 
heard next month, the special com­ 
mittee appointed at the last council 
meeting to take charge of the city’s 
defense will begin 
immediately 
to 
arrange the defense and will select 
the engineer and accountant to be 
niployed. The commission, of course, 
will send its engineers and account­ 
ants h e re to go over the books of 
the company before the hearing is 
onducted. 
The petition of the Mutual Com­ 
pany was filed last October but on 
account of the creation of the feder­ 
al wire administration the Indiana 
’ommission had no authority to act. 
The super or power of the federal 
>ody was tested in the courts and a 
decision was given that the Burleson 
administration had final authority th 
fix rates and to regulate standards 
of service and that state commis­ 
sions could not interfere with this 
power. 
The local telephone company ad­ 
mits it has no written authority to 
increase rates but contends that ver­ 
bal approval was given to its peti­ 
tion for higher rates. 
It is expected 
that the committee of the council 
which is composed of Mayor Burk­ 
art, City Attorney Lewis, Goodale, 
Buso anfl Iloadley, will soon decide 
upon-the engineer and accountant to 
be employed by the city. 
It is the 
desire of the committee to have the 
city’s case well in hand by the time 
the date for the hearing is fixed so 
there will be no unnecessary delay.
